The music will continue with Banbury Rock 
Choir at 2.35pm and local indie pop four-piece 
Dance a la Plage at 2.55pm. 

Rock covers band Transmission - whose 
repertoire includes classics by The Police, U2 
and The Killers - will play at 3.45pm. 

Then Robbie Williams tribute act Paul 
Reason will ask the crowd to Let Me Entertain 
You at 4.30pm. 

The soap stars will take to the stage at 
5.15pm for a chat with the hosts before the 
switch-on, to be followed by a spectacular fire¬ 
works show. The stars will then meet fans and 
sign autographs. 

The event has been organised by Banbury 
Town Council. Christmas lights committee 
chairman Tina Wren said: "It has become tradi¬ 
tional to invite a soap star to press the all- 
important button, and this year we have dou¬ 
bled the attraction by getting two personalities 
to do the Job. 

"Ryan and Jack are both long-standing 


members of the Corrie cast. They have good 
storylines at the moment and will be popular 
visitors to Banbury." 

She said: "I shall enjoy meeting them and I 
know that many people in town want to chat to 
them and have photographs taken with them. 
I'm looking forward to a great day.

Hammer-wielding robber 


THE have-a-go-hero who rugby 
tackled a hammer-wielding rob- 


stopped by have-a-go hero 


ber said he was glad to see him 
behind bars. 

Thanks to members of the public, 
Jimmy Stringer did not get far after a 
smash-and-grab raid on a Banbury 
jewellery shop. 

Last Wednesday, Stringer was 
jailed for five years and three 
months at Oxford Crown Court. 

The 23-year-old and his gang ter¬ 
rified staff by breaking the windows 
of the Michael Jones jewellery with 
hammers, before stealing more than 
£100,000 worth of watches on 
September 17. 

He arrived with three accom¬ 
plices, one of whom was carrying a 
sledgehammer, on two mopeds and 
tried to escape on foot along 
Banbury High Street. 

Ali Shehan, 50, from Banbury, 
was walking nearby when he heard 
shouts and saw Stringer bearing 
down on him. 

"The guy came running at me and 
had a hammer in his hand/' he said. 


"Everybody was behind him and 
chasing but he was fast. I don't think 
anybody would have caught up with 
him. 

"But I saw him coming, and I saw 
the smoke coming out of the shop, 
so I went and tackled him. Luckily 
he landed on his face and I went 
onto my back. He was very strong. 

"I'm very happy he's gone to 
prison - these people shouldn't be 
on the streets. I'm glad he got five 
years but it should have been more. 

"It was horrible; there was a 19- 
year-old girl working in that shop - 
how is she going to feel for the rest 
of her life?" 

Other people tried to stop 
Stringer, including a man who threw 
an advertising board at him and an 
elderly lady who swung her walking 
stick in his direction. 

When Mr Shehan managed to 
wrestle him to the ground he was 
helped by other passers by, despite

Stringer's shouts that they would end 
up "dead" for stopping him. 

Stringer appeared in custody for 
sentencing last Wednesday. 

Jonathan Stone, prosecuting, said 
although the damage to the shop's 
windows had been caused by other 
members of the gang, Stringer had 
still acted in a way that had terrified 
the shop's staff. 

He said: "He did take the hammer 
in as well and, although it wasn't 
used, had the opportunity arisen it is 
likely he would have used it to help 
him escape." 

He added that a DNA profile had 
been retrieved from the scene and it 
was possible that further arrests in 
the case would follow. 

Defence barrister William 
Woodman said the raid had been 
"unsophisticated" and was motivat¬ 
ed by Stringer's financial problems. 

He said: "There is no suggestion 
the hammer he carried was waved at 
anyone or used to threaten anyone." 

Judge Patrick Eccles noted that the 
defendant had already been given a 
three-year sentence for trying to 
break into another jeweller's at 
night. 

He said: "This was a determined 
smash-and-grab raid on a high street 
jeweller's. And it failed only because 
of the courage and presence of 
mind, not only of those working in 
the shop, but also a number of 
members of the public." 

The gang caused around £30,000 
worth of damage to the jeweller's 
and its merchandise. The other mem¬ 
bers of the group remain at large.

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Church installs energy generator to cut its carbon footprint 

Solar panels given 
blessing by Bishop

THE Bishop of Oxford proved 
his head for heights when he 
climbed on to the roof of a 
church to bless some new solar 
panels. 

The Rt Rev John Pritchard 
climbed to the top of St Peter 
and St Paul's Church in 
Deddington to give the panels 
his blessing last Thursday. 

The 42 photovoltaic panels 
were installed by SMC Solar, a 
company based in Stanford in 
the Vale, near Wantage. 

Bishop John said: "I was real¬ 
ly impressed to see the solar 
panels here on the church. 

"There's never been a more 
urgent time to take green 
approaches to the generation of 
energy, and every scheme like 
this helps a little. 

"This is another example of 
great innovation and imagina¬ 
tion from Deddington Church 
and I congratulate the parish on 
their vision." 

SMC Solar spokesman Martin 
Trinder said the church invested 
more than £20,000. 

He added: "We have 
installed these panels on 
churches in Kent and Reading 
and hope other churches in 
Oxfordshire do the same." 

Curate Dan Inman said the 
40 photovoltaic panels were 
installed in March. 

He added: "The panels were 
installed using money raised by 
the local community, as part of 
our desire to reduce our carbon 
footprint and as a long-term 
means of raising funds for the 
church as a local community 
centre. 

"By selling energy to the 
National Grid we will be able 
to generate about £3,500 a year 
towards the maintenance and 
upkeep of the church. 

"Blessing solar panels is 
probably one of the more 
unusual requests received by 
the Bishop but he was happy to 
bless the panels because he is 
very keen to reduce the carbon 
footprint of churches in the 
Oxford Diocese."

Fortnight - which started on Monday - 
pupils will be challenged to switch off lights 
and unused electrical appliances, and track 
power use in the classroom and at home.

Miss Boniface said: "Despite every¬ 
thing, Erin really enjoys her time at 
the children's hospital and has built 
up a great relationship with the staff, 
who go out of their way to make her 
happy. 

"We are incredibly indebted to the 
hospital for all the care they give Erin, 
so we are delighted to be able to sup¬ 
port this Christmas concert by shar¬ 
ing a little of Erin's story. 

"Erin's looking forward to it, even if 
she is a bit nervous. 

"I have seen kids with all kinds of 
different conditions at the hospital 
and the treatment they are able to 
offer them is amazing." 


Erin recently returned from a holi¬ 
day with Dreamflight, a UK charity 
which changes young lives by taking 
seriously ill and disabled children on 
holiday to Orlando, Florida. Erin was 
nominated by her physiotherapist at 
the children's hospital. 

Nigel Talbot Rice, chairman of the 
committee organising the concert, 
said: "I know Tim Rice and Michael 
Palin personally and we are most for¬ 
tunate that, as well as Wendy Craig 
and Hannah Gordon, they also have 
agreed to be with us." 


Children's hospital fundraiser 
Penny Hambridge said: "The Dorch¬ 
ester concerts are exceptional events 
that have raised huge sums of money. 

"Thanks to them we have been able 
to purchase some really exciting 
equipment, including state-of-the-art 
incubators and specialist equipment 
that helps very sick babies to go 
through the MRI scanner without 
being moved from their incubator."

Caravan destroyed as explosion causes fire

POLICE are treating a fire which tore through a caravan 
in Banbury following a gas cylinder explosion as suspect¬ 
ed arson. 

Residents in Edmunds Road had to be woken and 
moved from their homes at 12.16am on Friday, as fire 
crews dealt with the blaze. 

The cylinder had caught fire in garages off Edmunds 


Road, setting the caravan alight and damaging a neigh¬ 
bouring fence and shed. 

Police spokesman Rhianne Pope said officers were 
treating the incident as suspicious and investigations 
continued as the owner of the caravan had not been 
located. 

Twelve firefighters from two crews fought the blaze for 


more than two hours, after those living nearby were 
woken and asked to move to the front of their homes. 

The cylinder was doused with pressure jets by firefight¬ 
ers working from behind cover, until it had been cooled 
sufficiently to enable it to be removed safely. 

A heat sensing camera was also used to check the tem¬ 
perature of the gas cylinder.

WEST Oxfordshire could be 
among the first areas to benefit 
from a Government grant to 
increase broadband speeds. 

The Cotswold Broadband Group 
has applied to a £20m Government 
fund - the rural community broad¬ 
band fund, which helps difficuIt-to- 
reach homes in rural areas. 

Their full application for funds 
from the Department for the 
Environment, Food and Rural Affairs 
(Defra) was submitted this month. 

While Chipping Norton will be 
covered by superfast broadband 
from BT next year, the project is to 
ensure that the whole area around it 
- involving around 9,000 homes in

more remote areas - have access to 
the hi-tech service. Fibre-optic 
cable will be connected to the more 
remote homes and businesses. 

The aim is for households and 
businesses to face no disadvantage 
from living and working in rural 
West Oxfordshire. 

Chief executive Hugo Pickering, 
who lives in Lyneham, said: "We are 
confident that the full funding we 
are looking for can be achieved. We 
are working with Defra to make sure 
this gets through and we're also 
working with other organisations, 


such as Oxfordshire County 
Council." 

A spokesman for Defra said: 
"Superfast broadband is absolutely 
crucial for rural economic growth. 
We have promised to deliver the 
best superfast broadband network in 
Europe by 2015, overcoming social 
isolation and giving rural businesses 
the infrastructure they need to thrive 
and create jobs." 

An announcement about the 
level of funding the group will 
receive is expected in the next six 
weeks.

And although their report to the 
county council's adult services 
scrutiny committee said they wit¬ 
nessed many good examples of 
care, most providers didn't do 
enough with their charges.

cern. Most have very little to get 
people through the day." 

The council's deputy director for 
joint commissioning, Sara Livadeas, 
said the council would take the 
issues raised on board.

At the time of his grandfather's 
death, Mr Orman had taken his 
advice and gone travelling in New 
Zealand. 

He said: "I was aware he was ill, 
but I took it badly because I was not 
around at the time it happened." 

Now Mr Orman has managed to 
rope in about 20 of his colleagues

Reassurance 
over 'snooping' 

CHANGES to the law on councils 
using covert investigation techniques 
will not affect Oxfordshire County 
Council's methods, councillors have 
been reassured. 

Under new additions to the 
Regulation of Investigatory Powers 
Act 2000, the Government is seeking 
to regulate the use of certain 
techniques by authorities. 

Surveillance and other methods 
are often used by councils to catch 
benefit fraudsters or other criminals. 

The amendments to the bill, made 
in 2010, mean councils will have to 
prove they are using the powers to 
follow up "serious crimes", which are 
those which warrant a prison 
sentence of more than six months.

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Schools must go green or face bill from council 


SCHOOLS in Oxfordshire have been told 
to go green or face paying nearly 
£500,000 of the county council's energy 
tax bill. 

Already faced with budget cuts from 
the new Government funding formulas, 
schools are now under pressure to cut 
back on power under threat of heavy 
financial penalties. 

For some it may mean turning down 
classroom heating, turning the lights off 
or making less use of computers in a bid 
to save cash and reduce their carbon 
footprint. 

The tax has been imposed on 
Oxfordshire County Council by the 


Government as part of a national energy 
efficiency scheme. 

In turn, the authority decided to pass 
on the bill to schools, arguing they are 
responsible for 60 per cent of the 
council's energy consumption. 

With the rising cost of energy, the 
countywide schools bill is expected to 
rocket, hitting £711,000 by 2014/15. 

The cost of the energy tax will vary 
according to the size of the school, but 
would amount to thousands of pounds a 
year. 

Concerns have been raised that poorer 
schools and those in older buildings will 
struggle most to cut back. 


At the same time, the 26 academies in 
Oxfordshire may escape the tax unless 
the council can convince governors to 
contribute willingly. 

Some schools have tried to make 
pupils aware their actions could cost the 
school money. 

The headteacher of Oxford's Windmill 
Primary School, Lynn Knapp, said there 
had to be a balance between the 
environment and keeping pupils warm 
and making sure they were able to see. 

Measures such as reducing the 
number of printers in new school 
buildings would be brought in to cut 
back on power consumption. 


A report on the tax went before the 
county council's growth and 
infrastructure scrutiny committee on 
Monday. 

Cabinet member for education 
Melinda Tilley said: "I know very little of 
these proposals but the obvious thing is 
that it is going to be problematic for 
older schools who will have problems 
being more efficient." 

She said she would speak to officers in 
regard to a further briefing. 

In other parts of the country, councils 
in areas such as the borough of 
Hounslow in London, and Wiltshire are 
also looking at schools to foot the bill.

CONSERVATIVE Anthony 
Stansfeld has become the 
region's police and crime com¬ 
missioner, despite being backed 
by only one in 20 people voting 
for him and an apparent protest 
against the new post at the 
polls. 

His victory in becoming the new 
man overseeing Thames Valley 
Police on Friday was overshadowed 
by a poor turnout across the region, 
with just 13.3 per cent of the 1.69 
million potential voters bothering to 
turn out. 

As well as apathy, commentators 
said the election drew a large protest 
vote, with 4.7 per cent of 
Oxfordshire ballot papers rejected 
by authorities for being spoiled or 
marked incorrectly. That compares 
to just 0.53 per cent in Oxford City 
Council elections. 

The 66-year-old former Army man 
from Newbury beat a challenge 
from Labour candidate Tim Starkey, 
but needed to go to a count of sec¬ 
ond preference votes to do so. 

He polled 76,011 votes as peo¬ 
ple's first choice for commissioner 
compared to Mr Starkey's 56,631. 
Because he did not have an overall 
majority, voters' second choice of 
candidates were counted, leaving 
the Tory the winner with 94,238 
votes in total compared to Mr 
Starkey's 70,403. 

But that total equates to just 5.5 
per cent of every eligible voter in the 
Thames Valley selecting him as their 
first or second choice candidate. 

However, he defended the new 
£85,000 role against the poor 
turnout and high number of spoilt 
ballots. 

He said: "I don't think it under¬ 
mines the idea. Having an election 
in November with dark nights 
makes it very difficult for people to 


vote. The next time, when it is held 
with council elections, the turnout 
will be highly different." 

When asked about the spoilt bal¬ 
lots, he added: "People did not 
understand the election and said it 
was politicising the police. 

"In fact this is handing down 
power and it is a far more democrat¬ 
ic system then we had before." 

The new commissioner role, 
which replaces the system of police 
authorities, will be to set the police 
budget and the force's crime-fighting 
priorities. Mr Stansfeld, whose main 
office will be in Kidlington, will also 
have the power to hire and fire the 
chief constable. 

Oxfordshire voted along its recent 
political allegiances. Mr Starkey 
won in Oxford but Mr Stansfeld won 
the other five districts in the county, 
including Cherwell. 

TaxPayers' Alliance campaign 
manager Robert Oxley said he had 
heard about a campaign to encour¬ 


age voters to spoil ballots in protest. 

He supported the new role but 
said: "Ministers should be held to 
account for their complete failure to 
explain the benefits of this policy to 
the public. 

"Clearly a large number of people 
have spoiled their ballots, and this 
policy is clearly not without opposi¬ 
tion. But it's not about politicising 
the police, it's about making them 
more accountable, and the system 
we have at the moment clearly does¬ 
n't do that." 

After he was declared commis¬ 
sioner, Mr Stansfeld revealed he 
would be appointing former police 
authority member David Carroll as 
his deputy. 

Independent Geoff Howard had a 
strong showing, coming third overall 
and beating the Liberal Democrats' 
John Howson into fourth and UKIP's 
Barry Cooper into fifth. 

Another independent, Patience 
Awe, came last.

St Mary's Primary School headteacher Kathryn Crawford 


A BANBURY primary school 
has become the first in the 
county to be given the 
'requires improvement' rat¬ 
ing by education inspectors. 

Up until the end of the last 
academic year, schools could be 
judged outstanding, good, satis¬ 
factory or inadequate by Ofsted. 

Now satisfactory has been 
replaced by 'requires improve¬ 
ment', meaning schools so 
judged will have another full 
inspection within two years and 
be given a list of things to be 
done to improve further. 

St Mary's Primary School, in 
Southam Road, Banbury, is the 
first Oxfordshire school to 
receive the judgement. 

Headteacher Kathryn 

Crawford said: "It wasn't a sur¬ 
prise to be in that category. 

"I joined the school a year 
ago after a period of uncertainty 
for the school because of 
changes in leadership over the 
last few years and we now have 
a very stable leadership team 
with a clear capacity to 
improve. 

"When I arrived one of the 
first things we did was to identi¬ 
fy what the needs of the school 
were and what the strengths 
were and also identify the areas 
where we need to improve, so 
we were already working on 
and addressing many of the 
issues which had been identi¬ 
fied."

The school was told pupils 
did not make consistently good 
progress, and teaching was not 
good enough. 

Writing, maths and marking 
were also highlighted as areas 
for improvement. 

But inspector James Henry 
said Miss Crawford and other 
senior leaders had brought sta¬ 
bility and drive to the school. 

He said: "They understand 
what the school does well and 
what needs to improve. 

"Changes are being made to 
move the school forward." 

Miss Crawford described the 
report as a positive thing and 
pointed out there was now no 
inadequate teaching. 

Shortcomings in the founda¬ 
tion stage had also been 
addressed, with the school 
investing £25,000 in revamping 
the indoor and outdoor facilities 
for the youngest pupils. 

Behaviour and safety of pupils 
was given a good rating. 

Key Stage 1 and 2 SATs results 
were also at a four-year high. 

When the school was last 
inspected, it was satisfactory. 

Miss Crawford said: "I'm not 
saying that at this point every¬ 
thing is wonderful and every¬ 
thing is perfect, otherwise we 
would have had a good or out¬ 
standing judgement, but the 
school is moving in the right 


direction and making improve¬ 
ments continuously. 

"We have a stable leadership 
team with a head and deputy, 
Tracy Ostler, who are committed 
to the school and are here for 
the long haul, and a group of 
staff who are also committed to 
school improvement and know 
what's expected."

SOME things that sound so wrong 
can prove to be surprisingly excel¬ 
lent — take banana pizza for 
instance. 

A mixture of thin crust pizza base, 
cheese, banana, cinnamon and 
sugar appears an unappealing com¬ 
bination, but in the hands of master 
pizza maker Jack Hibner it is trans¬ 
formed into a taste triumph. 

Nissan has cooked up a similarly 
unlikely concoction by taking the 
British-built Note family runaround 
and packing it with luxury equip¬ 
ment. The hugely versatile fversatile 
has been upgraded to n-tec+ specifi¬ 
cation and fitted with everything 
from chunky, 1 6-inch, 'diamond cut' 
two-tone alloy wheels and darkened 
rear privacy glass to a touchscreen 
Connect satellite navigation system, 
housed in a piano black surround, 
and rear parking sensors. 

Add to that, climate control, auto¬ 
matic headlights and rain-sensitive 
wipers, and the result is a thorough¬ 
ly useful, easy to manage and fun- 
to-drive five-seater, which has a 
properly upmarket feel. 

Its appeal is obvious as it offers a 
large amount of interior space, both 
in the cabin and the boot with plen¬ 
ty of flexibility about how the space 
is used. 

A key feature is the clever load 
area, which has a false floor, cov¬ 


ered by twin steel-framed boards. 
Lifting either of the boards reveals a 
storage space beneath the boot floor 
ideal for stowing valuables out of 
sight. Lowering the luggage boards 
into the well increases the load vol¬ 
ume to 380 litres. Should extra 
space be needed for larger items, the 
rear seat can slide forward — a sim¬ 
ple, one-handed operation either in 
the load area or from inside the 
cabin and the boards can be 
removed altogether, raising total 
load space potential to 437 litres. 

The boards are also reversible, 
with carpet on one side and an easy- 
to-clean waterproof surface on the 
other and they can also be posi¬ 
tioned vertically. 

Needless to say there are plenty of 
storage spaces around the cabin 
including a nine-litre glovebox, 
capable of holding up to a dozen 
cans, which on the test model could 
be heated or cooled. Prices for the

Smart driving breaks lOOmpg barrier 


A FORD Fiesta has achieved more 
than 108mpg in real-world road 
conditions as part of an annual 
eco-driving challenge. 

The 1.6 TDCi diesel Econetic Fiesta, 
piloted by former rally stars 
Andy Dawson and Andrew 
Marriott, completed the ALD 
Automotive/Shell FuelSave 
MPG Marathon's 370-mile 
course having used just 3.4 
gallons of fuel, clocking up an 
average of 108.78mpg on the 
varied and challenging route 
through the hills of South Wales 
and the Cotswolds. 

The course was made more difficult 
by heavy rain, a collapsed 
bridge and a traffic light failure 
along the way, the latter two 
forcing the 20 competing cars 


to search out unscheduled 
diversions. 

Second place in the outright fuel 
economy category of the fuel¬ 
saving contest went to a Kia Rio 
1.1 CRDi, which, at 102.21 mpg 
and having finished the course 
before the Fiesta, was the first 
car in the event's history to 
break the lOOmpg barrier. Mick 
Linford and Steve Croughan 
were the men behind the wheel. 

Third and fourth places were both 
taken by 1.4-litre diesel Peugeot 
208s, both achieving more than 
90mpg. 

Event organiser Ross Durkin, of 
Fleet World magazine, said: 
"This year's MPG Marathon will 
be remembered for the two 
teams who beat the elusive 


lOOmpg barrier — both superb 
performances. The drivers had 
strict time limits to make sure 
they kept up with traffic and 
had a number of hold-ups to 
deal with along the way." 
Smarter driving tips include: 

• Drive smoothly - avoid heavy 
acceleration and braking 

• Slow down - travelling at 70mph 

instead of 85mph on the motor¬ 
way can save about £20 a year 

• Shift up gears early, between 
2,000 and 2,500rpm 

• Keep tyres correctly inflated - 

could save about £31 a year 

• Turn air conditioning off - could 

save about £77 a year 

• Turn off your engine if you expect 

to be stopped for more than a 
minute.
